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Mold Defies Research 

The tobacco raiser of the South ts 
‘foreed to carry on a survival of the 
fittest battle against a disease which 
appears to have obtained a firm foot- 
hold. The disease, designated by the 
rather poetic names of blue mold or 
downy mildew, attacks the plants in 
the seed bed. Despite years. of re 
search, no effective method of d,“ 
rect attack on the disease have been 
perfected.

Responding to assertions that the 
great loss of life in the veterans’ 
labor camps was due to lack of 
preparation against such a disas- 
ter, President Roosevelt ordered a 
thorough Investigation by Brig. Gen. 
Frank T. Hines, administrator of 
veterans’ affairs. Harry Hopkins, 
head of the FERA which set up 
the camps, also started an inquiry, 
and so did the American Legion. 
The affair promised to attain the 
bad eminence of a national scandal. 

Caiight in the fury of the storm, 
the Morgan liner Dixie, from New 
Orleans for New York, was driven 
aground on French reef, about 60 
miles south of Miami.
